Saturday, August 22, 2015 


Each entering class is represented by an official class 
flag, which features the class’s graduation year and 
colors. The flag is presented to the class at The Rally, 
held each fall as the first official gathering of an 
incoming class. A class will have the same colors and 
flag design as their “adopting class” — the class that is 
50 years their senior. The tradition began in 1945, 
when the Class of 1899 adopted the Class of 1949. 
Alumni representatives return to campus to carry 
their class flags at The Rally. When the flags aren't in 
use, they decorate the hallways of the Alumni 
Memorial Building, with the four current 
undergraduate classes’ flags displayed in the atrium. 
The oldest surviving original class flag is from the 
Class of 89 — 1889. 


In a time-honored tradition, the 2015 First-Year 
Student Rally was held on Saturday, August 22, 2015. 
Following a dinner in the Lamberton Hall Great 
Room, the 50-year class gathered to process into 
Grace Hall, led by the Marching ’97, and accompanied 
by alumni, faculty, staff, and members of leadership, 
including Lehigh’s 14th president, John Simon. Within 
Grace Hall, the Class of 2019 received a warm 
welcome from the Lehigh Family, and the Class of 
1969 President Hal Fittipaldi presented the 2019 
Class Flag to legacy student Shannon Beattie to 
officially adopt the incoming class.

Founder's Day 


Installation of

Friday, October 2, 2015 


Founder's Day has been a Lehigh tradition since it 
was first celebrated on October 9, 1879, following the 
death of Asa Packer in May. The annual October 
event celebrates Asa Packer’s legacy and honors the 
current leaders of the Lehigh community. The day is 
often used to dedicate buildings, install faculty and 
recognize achievements. Early Founder’s Day 
festivities even pitted the first-year and sophomore 
classes against one another in events such as football, 
track, tug-o-war and rope tying. More recently, 
students have gathered for a rally event after the 
ceremony in Asa Packer Memorial Church. 


Lehigh’s sesquicentennial anniversary and the 
installation of President Simon both fell on Founder's 
Day, Friday, Oct. 2. 2015 


Faculty, staff, students and alumni watched the 
ceremony in both Packer Memorial Church and 
through a simulcast viewing party in Grace Hall. 
Lehigh members in Grace Hall, Thomas Healy Jr, ’85, 
Mary Jo McNulty, Professor Scott Gordon and 
Michael Garzillo, 16 presented Simon with symbolic 
gifts that each represented a part of the university 
seal. 


In Packard Church the Lehigh choir and professional 
musicians joined together to debut the musical piece 
“Darest Thou Now, O Soul.” The piece was composed 
by Steven Sametz, a music professor, and was 
commissioned by Lehigh to commemorate the 
Sesquicentennial year along with the installation of 
President Simon. 


During the performance, members of the audience 
could open an app to control a light fixture, created 
during the summer’s Mountaintop Program, which 
hung on the ceiling of the church. The colors of the 
lights and the sounds of the choir changed with input 
from the audience.

On a beautiful sunny Saturday, the Lehigh Mountain Hawks took 
on the Georgetown Hoyas. Not only was this a game against a 
Patriot League rival, but it was Family Weekend at Lehigh as well 
as ZTA’s pink game to support their philanthropy, breast cancer 
awareness. With nearly 8,000 people in attendance, students and 
their families aided in cheering Lehigh on to a 33-28 victory. 












Lehigh kick started the game by jumping out to 17-0 lead in the 
first half. The only glimmer of hope for Georgetown was in the 
fourth quarter in which they scored 14 points to lessen the gap to 
27-21. However, Lehigh was able to recover an on-sides kick and 
score another touchdown. Throughout the entire game, Lehigh 
never relinquished the lead. 

It was an extremely successful day for two freshmen on the team. 
Brad Mayes, ’19, passed for 214 yards while Dominick Bragalone, 
19, rushed for 169 yards. Troy Pelletier, 18, caught for 99 yards 
and scored two touchdowns in the game. “It was exciting to get in 
the game and finally make a difference on the field. 1 was blessed 
with the opportunity to play just as a freshmen and I had a great 
time doing it,” commented Mayes. 

























The offense was not the only dominating force on the field this day.

While the stands were not as crowded and energetic as they 
are during the annual rivalry football game, the Lehigh men’s 
soccer team still proved victorious over Lafayette. 
Lehigh defeated longtime rival Lafayette with a decisive 2-0 
victory on Thursday, October 29th. The win propelled Lehigh 
into 4th place in the Patriot League standings and moved 
them just four points out of first place. 


When asked about the significance of the game, Coach 
Dean Koski downplayed the impact of the rivalry. “Beating 
Lafayette is always special, just because of the rivalry, but not 
more important than the three points,” said Koski. “Tm really 
pleased that we were able to find three points coming off a 
good win against Boston.” 


Mark Forrest, 19, scored both of the goals of the game, one in 
each half, to secure the win for the Mountain Hawks. His first 
came in the 32nd minute after a cross by Alex Greene, ‘19. 
Despite the heavy traffic in front of the net, Forrest managed 
to get his foot on the ball and get it into the back of the net. 
The next goal didn’t come for another 30 minutes, when 
Forrest drove a free kick around the 62nd minute mark into 
the bottom right corner of the net. The goal proved 
unnecessary, as Lehigh didn’t concede a goal for the 8th time 

this season. 


For Lafayette, it was the first time they allowed more than 
one goal in a game this season. “Obviously we have great 
respect for how they've defended, they’re the best defensive 
team in the league,” said Koski. “They don’t give you many 
good looks over the course of the game and I thought our 
guys did a good job of finding some looks against them and 
finding some goals against them.” 


Co-captain Danny Gonzalez (17) commented about 
Lehigh’s strategy after scoring the first goal. “We knew the 
next goal was really going to determine the game, so we did 
our best to get the second goal and by then we played a little 
more defensively and ultimately got the result,” said Gonzalez, 

The win was Lehigh’s 10th of the season and 4th in 
conference play, and an important one coming on the heels of 
their victory over first place Boston University.

The Lehigh women’s soccer team battled all the way into double 
overtime against Colgate University, but the score remained tied at 0 in 
the end. Although Colgate was dominant in corner kicks for the game, 
shots on goal for each team were also tied at 12 for each team. Lehigh 
(4-2-3) had been getting some good wins so far in the season, but after 
they tied against Holy Cross last week, they were looking to gain 
momentum in the Patriot League with a win against Colgate. Defender 
and team captain Laura Courtney, 17, knew this would be a fierce 
contest. “A challenge regarding this match is that Colgate is definitely 
one of the more skilled teams we've played, and in Patriot League 
games anything can happen,” Courtney said. 


Colgate dominated the first half of the game, upping Lehigh in shots 7-2. 
Midfielder Madeline Walsh, ’17, said that the team wanted to make a 
lasting impact on Colgate, and to show them what they are made of. 
“Our soccer goals were to work on the overlapping passes and little 
one-two combinations,” Walsh said. “The weak moments in of this game 
were definitely in the beginning of the first half because I think we had 
some nerves because of what a good team Colgate is. They are typically 
ranked in the league and in the Patriot League Championship game.” 


Lehigh came back hungry in the second half, applying the necessary 
pressure to keep Colgate on their toes. Lehigh overpowered Colgate in 
shots 8-2, and scored a goal in the last two minutes of regulation that 

was unfortunately not counted. Midfielder Madi Morgan, ’16, took a shot 

that was saved and forward Grace Correll, 18, put in the rebound, but it 

was disallowed due to Correll being offsides. Forward Emily Korber, ’16, 
recognized their strong efforts in regulation. 


Both teams showed equal aggression in the two sessions of overtime, 
but in the end neither team came out ahead. Lehigh had a chance when 
defender Alyssa Riporti, 18, took a shot off of a corner kick from 
midfielder Sabrina Mertz, 19, but it went just high of the net. Walsh 
admits this was a fair score for the contest. “This result, while 
disappointing, is a decent result for this game,” she said. “ We need to 
continue to look forward because we have some big games coming up. 
We play Navy on Wednesday and Army West Point next Saturday. We 
are looking to continue to work on the little things and have a shooter’s 
mentality.” 


With every Patriot League win the team earns three points toward their 
rankings at the end of the season, so winning from here on out is 
crucial. Korber agrees that every game counts. “We are not satisfied with 
the tie. We believe that we are the better team and should have won. 
Going forward I think we will have a little more confidence up top. We 
need to find a way to win these games and put the ball in the back of 
the net.”

"This game was extremely crucial for us as a team.” Said 
Hannah Chalk ’18.

It was important to prove to 
ourselves that we could come back from a tough loss against 
a tough crowd on an emotional night for them.”

On the 19th November 2015, the men and women of the Lehigh Cross 
Country team gathered in Easton for the annual Lehigh-Lafayette dual 
meet. The men’s stunning 50 to 15 points win marked the 17th 
consecutive win over Lafayette, whilst the women’s team also extended 
an 11th consecutive victory over the Lafayette Leopards with an 
incredible 44 to 19 final score. 


In the men’s 8k race, Scott Mason, ’18, led the Lehigh charge and won 
the individual title with a time of 26:23. Following extremely closely 
behind Mason, were Evan Ward, 16, and Patrick Reilly, 18, both whom 
finished second and third with times of 26:23.4 and 26:24.8 respectively. 


“Tt was a great day for the team as well,” said Scott Mason. “We put 11 
runners in front of their first and a lot of guys who had been injured last 
season made a great debut. The Lehigh-Laf dual meet is always 
important for us because of the rivalry and the meet history, our game 
plan was to pack up from the start and run as a team.” As said by 
Mason, the Lehigh men’s team did extremely well, sweeping the first 11 
spots and only allowing two Lafayette runners to finish in the top 15. 


Not to be outdone, the women’s team also showed extreme amounts of 

brilliance in their 6k race. Graduate student Shannon Wright won the 

individual title with a time of 23:21.8. After a Lafayette runner finished 

second, Wright was followed behind by Arielle Weiner, ’16, and Ashley 

Strysko, ’17, whom finished third and fourth with times of 23:40.1 and 
23:43.4 respectively. 


Overall, the women’s team performed excellently. After Wright and the 
Lafayette runner finished first and second, the Lehigh women’s team 
stacked places third through 12, meaning the Lehigh women’s team 
finished all its runners in the top 12 positions, leaving all Lafayette 
runners except one to take the last 11 spots. The meet also marked

The Mountain Hawks took the lead immediately in the first quarter at 
8-0, and continued to lead at 12-4 with six minutes left in the quarter, 
and they ended the quarter 16-6. In the second quarter, the Lehigh 
defense held Holy Cross so that they were able to achieve a 31-10 run, 
and only allowed Holy Cross six more points to finish the half at 33-16. 

“Our team goals going into the game were to take away Holy Cross’ 
three-point shooters,” Kinek said. “We knew they could hurt us from the 
perimeter.” 





Lehigh kept a 17 point lead three minutes into the second half, and 
held its largest lead at 46-23 halfway through the third quarter. Though 
Holy Cross went on to score 7-2 points to catch up, Kinek added five 
more points to give Lehigh the edge at the end of the quarter. 

Holy Cross came back in the last quarter to score 11 points that 
would begin to close the gap, but Lehigh answered back with nine more | 
points to finalize the score at 64-48. 


Lehigh held the edge in rebounds 51-36, and the defense was able to | 
hold Holy Cross to shooting 27.7 percent from the field, a mere 15.4 
three-point field goal percentage, and just 50.0 percent from the charity 
line. Kinek was proud of the way her team performed. 

“Our whole team played very well as a defensive unit,” Kinek said. 
“This in turn fueled us offensively.”
